COURTS AND THEIR ERRORS 


Two leading liberals came to a wordy 


disagreement last week in rektion to the 
American attitude toward the supreme 
court. 


Dean Garrison of the Wisconsin law 


school advises a hands-off policy toward 
supreme court authority. We have no 
doubt, were we capable of analyzing the 
Dean's mental processes, that this con- 
clusion results from the conviction that 
throughout the generations, yes and the 
centuries, no more perfect score will ever 
be made by any human institution in the 
matter of the preservation of the basic 
rights and liberties of the people and the 
stability of the nation than that resulting 
from the lodgement of certain powers in 
our 
supreme 
tribunal air. " Garrison 


warned the necessity of the utmost cau- 
tion in the wording of any possible amend- 
ment to the constitution. 


On the other hand Donald R. Rich- 


berg, voicing a willingness to see the con- 
stitution amended to clip the authority 
of the supreme court, argued that such 
amendment should not be necessary, and 
would not, if the supreme court "would 
only accept public opinion as a guide and 
amend its own errors." 


Here is an unusually easy thing to talk 


about and an impossible thing to formu- 
late into a program that would be both 
safe and sound. And we mean that Mr. 
Richberg could not himself formulate a 
program satisfactory to himself. 


Who is to say when the supreme court 


makes an error? 
Mr. Richberg would be 


glad to tell the court about its errors. So 
would every other lawyer in the coun- 
try. 
No man ever practiced before the 


bar that didn't feel that the court some- 
times erred. But lawyers are intense par- 
tisans and they cannot separate them- 
selves from their allegiance to their cli- 
ents and their enthusiasm in a cause. 


As a matter of fact the supreme court 


of the United States, as well as the su- 
preme court in every state, sets aside a 
time in every year for the consideration 
of its own errors. And not a single 12- 
months period passes in which the court 
does not announce an alteration of opin- 
ion or a correction of a mandate, or a 
withdrawal of a statement, because con- 
vinced that through misunderstanding or 
misconception entire justice has not been 
done. 


The trouble with all of us is that we 


want our own ways. Each man wants to 
be the supreme court, whereas each man 
must learn to be a good sport and take 
contrary decisions as unavoidable so long 
as a few conditions prevail—(1) perfect 
integrity in the court, (2) high ability 
in the court and (3) the same degree of 
humility in the court that must exist in 
powerful places lest authority be misused. 


Mr. Richberg quotes former Chief Jus- 


tice Taft tc the effect that judges be 
"made to pause and deliberate by hostile 
public criticism" in order that they may 
be kept "alive to the reasonable demands 
of those they serve." That was the state- 
ment of a great man and a great jurist 
but it is far from agreeing to alter an 
opinion merely to please or placate public 
opinion or truckle to the interests that 
may happen for the time being to con- 
trol the nation. 


Nor has Mr. Richberg attempted at all 


to define "public opinion" or how we 
shall asceitam it excepting through the 
method provided of submitting amend- 
ments to the people. Certainly he wouldn't 
want to take a Literary Digest poll as 
final. How then shall we accurately find 
out whether the people agree with the su- 
preme court or not unless we go through 
the same procedure we did when we rid 
the country of Prohibition? 


And why is it that Mr. Richberg and 


so many of a like mind keep talking about 
this subject but make no effort to have 
their theories submitted to the people? 


Over at the Michigan state's prison 


there is a state senator who agrees with 
Mr. Richberg. He is one of the 18 con-

They testified that people in New 
York state were very liberal mind- 
ed on the question of what was 
obscene. New York juries, they 
complained, simply would not get- 
wrought up about lewd publica- 
tions. That was especially hard luck, 
they explained, because most of the 
"smut" literature originated in New 
York. 


Their proposed remedy likewise 


was simple. They would amend 
the law so the New York filth pub- 
lisher could be prosecuted, say, in 
Kansas, if some of his literature 
traveled through the mails to that 
commonwealth. They didn't men- 
tion Kansas by name (another wit- 
ness did) but you got the idea from 
their testimony that where a New 
York jury simply smiled, a mid- 
west jury would frown and surely 
take the "naughty" New York pub- 
lisher over the rapids. 


Eep. Higgins of Massachusetts in- 


troduced the department's bill per- 
mitting prosecutions of the 
pub- 


lisher at the point where his writ- 
ings were delivered. 


But there was a wrinkle. Birth 


control advocates

The word was made to include in- 
formation on contraceptives, whicft 
prior to that could be freely adver- 
tised. That iaw still holds the fort 


In spite of it, postal officials and 


several congressmen testified, high 
school girls are bombarded with 
obscene 
contraceptive literature. 


Both sides agreed that should stop 
but the debate quickly swept into 
the broad field of whether birth 
control was right or wrong, even 
when information on it was distri- 
buted by reputable physicians." 


The debates 
before the house 


committee became quite 
hectic, 


with birth control advocates insist- 
ing the postoffice department had 
approved mailing of an "ecclesias- 
tically approved" system of birth 
control while rejecting others. Wit- 
nesses and congressmen alike al- 
most lost sight of the announced 
intent of the bill. 


Finally the affair bogged down. 


Nothing was done about the legis- 
lation. It never got out of com- 
mittee. Inquiry at the postoffice de-- 
partment indicates officials there 
have no plans for pressing for it 
now.

Vast numbers of them built 
homes .in the Yellow river valley, 
and;.'this usually is called the be- 
ginning of Chinese history. The 
Yellow river (also called the Hwang 
Ho) has.cut its way down through 
many layers of the' yellow-brown 
soil. The soil gave coloring to the 
river, which explains its name. 


The Chinese speak 
of ancient 


hero kings who ruled the people in 
the valley of the Yellow river. One 
was named Yao, and he seems to 
have been a great and good man. 


"People looked to him as they did 


to the sun," we are told, "and they 
loved him as well as their own 
parents. His kindness was a bless- 
ing like sunshine, or like rain 
which falls to make the crops 
grow." 
It is stated that Yao served as 


king for 70 years, and that one day 
he spoke these words: 


"When any person in my king- 


dom is hungry, I am hungry, too. 
If anyone is cold, I am cold. I suf- 
fer when any man, woman or 
child is treated in a mean way.1' 


During the reign 
of Yao, the 


waters of the Yellow river rose so 
high as to cause the worst flood 
that ever had been known. A long 
time passed before the flood was 
over. Then 
the people built big 


dikes in an effort to save the na- 
tion from danger in the future. The 
engineer in charge of the work was 
a young man named Yu. Long af- 
terward he was chosen king, and 
he is known in Mstory as "Yu the 
Great."
